two months after a wildfire 
wiped out Paradise, Cali¬ 
fornia, officials a re gearing 
up for this year's fire season 
and fear the government 
shutdown could make it 
even more difficult than 
one of the worst in history, 
"fhe winter months are criti¬ 
cal for wildfire managers 
who use the break from the 
flames to prepare for the 
next onslaught, but much 
of that effort has ground to 
a ha It on U.S. land because 
employees are furloughed. 
Firefighting training courses 
are being canceled from 
Tennessee to Oregon, piles 
of dead trees are unten¬ 
ded in federal forests and 
controlled bums to thin dry 
vegetation aren't getting 
done. 

Although the furloughsonly 
affect federal employees, 
the collaborative nature of 
wildland firefighting means 
the pain of the four-week- 
long shutdown is having a 
ripple effect — from fire¬ 
fighters on the ground to 
federal contractors and 
top managers who control 
the firefighting strategy. 
State and local crews who 


need training classes, for 
example, are scrambling 
without federal instructors. 
Conservation groups that 
work with the U.S. Forest 
Service to plan wildfire-pre¬ 
vention projects on federal 


lands are treading water. 
Annual retreats where lo¬ 
cal, state and federal fire¬ 
fighting agenciesstrategize 
are being called off. 

Ihe fire season starts as 
early asMarch in the south¬ 
eastern United States, and 
by April, fires pop up in the 
Southwest. Last year's most 
devastating fire leveled the 
Northern California town 
of Paradise just before 
Thanksgiving, leaving just a 
few months to prepare be¬ 
tween seasons. 

"I think a lot of people don't 
understand that while 
there's not fire going on out 
there right now, there'sa lot 
of really critical work going 
onforthefire season —and 
that's not getting done," 
said Michael DeGrosky, 
chief of the Fire Protection 
Bureau for the Montana 
Department of Natural Re- 
sourcesand Conservation. 
It's especially important 
with climate change mak¬ 
ing wildfire seasons longer, 
deadlierand more destruc¬ 
tive. 

DeGrosky was supposed to 
be teaching a course this 
week for firefighters who 
wantto qualifyforthe com¬ 
mand staff of a fire man¬ 
agement team. But the 
class was canceled with¬ 
out instructors from federal 
agencies. 


Similar classes were called 
off in Oregon and Tennes¬ 
see, and others face the 
same fate as the shutdown 
dragson. President Donald 
Trump and congressional 
Democrats are at odds 
over funding for a border 
wall. 

A dozen senators from Or¬ 
egon, California, New Mex¬ 
ico, Washington, Colorado, 
Nevada, West Virginia and 
Michigan sent a letter this 
week to Trump warning 
that the shutdown would 
put lives at risk this coming 
fire season. Classes neces¬ 
sary for fire incident man¬ 
agers, smokejumpers and 
hotshot crews are in jeop¬ 
ardy in the near future, the 
senators said. 

Smokejumpers parachute 
into remote foreststo battle 
blazes not accessible by 
firefighters on the ground 
a nd hotshot c rewsa re sma II 
groups of elite firefighters 
trained to battle the most 
ferocious flames 
"The winterisalso when sea¬ 
sonal firefighters apply for 
jobs, get the required drug 
tests and move to where 
they will train and work. In 
many cases, there's no one 
to answer the phone or 
process the applications, 
and some potential recruits 
may decide to work else¬ 
where to avoid the hassle. 
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"Even if the shutdown ends 
and we start hiring people, 
we will have missed the 
cream of the crop," De¬ 
Grosky said. 

The U.S. Forest Service said 
in an email that the agen¬ 
cy was committed to hiring 
for temporary and perma¬ 
nent firefighting positions 
and would continue critical 
training 'to the extent fea¬ 
sible." 

The first session of an ap¬ 
prenticeship program for 
wildland firefighters went 
ahead this week, Forest 
Service spokeswoman Ka¬ 
tie O'Connorsaid. 

'The agency is assessing 
and prioritizing the activi¬ 
ties we are able to main¬ 
tain while in shutdown sta¬ 
tus We are unable to spec¬ 
ulate on specific impacts 
while the government shut¬ 
down is ongoing and ever- 
changing," O'Connor said 
in a statement. 
Conservationists and fire 
managers say there are 
other concerns. 

Clearing and thinning proj¬ 
ects and planned bums on 
federal land thatcould less¬ 
en fire danger by weeding 
out flammable debris also 
are largely on hold in Cali¬ 
fornia, Oregon and else¬ 
where. Private contractors 
say they have received let¬ 
ters telling them to stop the 
work. 

"There's already a backlog 
of such projects in fed¬ 
eral forests in Oregon and 
Northern California, said 
Michael Wheelock, presi¬ 
dent of Grayback, a pri¬ 
vate contractor in Grants 
Pass, Oregon. 

Intentional fires can only 
be set in a narrow winter 
window before tempera¬ 
tures and humidity falls — 
and that is rapidly closing, 
Wheelock said. 

"Every week that goes by, 
it's going to start increasing 
the impact,"he said. 

Joyce McLean, who lost 
her and her husband's 
home in Paradise last No¬ 
vember, supports Trump's 
push for a border wall but 
worries what will happen if 
firefighters aren't prepared 
for next time. 

"I hope there are no more 
forest fires," said McLean, 
74. "I wouldn't wish that on 
nobody.'O

"In light of the 800,000 great 
American workers not re¬ 
ceiving pay, I'm sure you 
would agree that post¬ 
poning this public relations 
event is totally appropri¬ 
ate," he said.

The political tit-for-tat be¬ 
tween Trump and Pelosi 
underscored the tension 
between the two leaders, 
both playing to their core 
supporters as they battle 
over the president's de¬ 
mand for money to build 
a U.S.-Mexico border wall. 
Ihe sparring took place as 
hundreds of thousands of 
federal workers go without 
pay and Washington's rou¬ 
tine protocols — a presi¬ 
dent's speech to Congress, 
a lawmaker's official trip — 
become inflamed from the 
bud get fig ht. 

Pelosi would normally 
make such a trip on a mili¬ 
tary a ire raft supplied by the 
Pentagon. According to a 
defense official, Pelosi did 
request Defense Depart¬ 
ment support for overseas 
travel and it was initially ap¬ 
proved. Ihe official wasn't 
authorized to speak by 
name a bout the matter, so 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

Ihe official said the presi¬ 
dent does have the au¬ 
thority to cancel the use of 
military aircraft. 

White House spokeswoman 
Sarah Huckabee Sanders 
said Trump wanted Pelosi 
to stay in Washington be¬ 
fore Tuesday, a deadline 
to prepare the next round 
of paychecks for federal 
workers. 

'We want to keep her in 
Washington," Sanders said. 
'The president wants her 
here to negotiate." 

Trump's move to ground 
the speaker came after 
Pelosi threatened Trump's 
planned Jan. 29 State of 
the Union address, say¬ 
ing the shutdown raised 
concerns about whether 


the forum could have ad¬ 
equate security. Republi¬ 
cans said she was merely 
trying to deny the president 
the stage. 

While Pelosi did not imme¬ 
diately respond to being 
denied her trip, the No. 2 
Democrat in the House, 
Rep. Steny Hoyer, called 
Trump's action "petty. It is 
small. It is vindictive." 

Some Republicans also ex¬ 
pressed frustration. Repub¬ 
lican Sen. Undsey Graham 
tweeted: "One sophomoric 
response does not deserve 
another." He called Pelosi's 
State of the Union move 
"very irresponsible and bla¬ 
tantly political" but said 
Trump's effort was "also in¬ 
appropriate." 

Trump has still not said how 
he will handle Pelosi's at¬ 
tempt to have him post¬ 
pone his State of the Union 
address until the govern¬ 
ment is reopened so work- 
erscan be paid forprovid- 
ing security for the grand 
Washington tradition. 

Pelosi told reporters earlier 
Thursday: "Let's get a date 
when government is open. 
Let's pay the employees. 
Maybe he thinks it's OK 
not to pay people who do 
work. I don't." 

Trump declined to address 
the stalemate over the 
speech Thursday during a 
visit to the Pentagon, simply 
promising that the nation 
will have "powerful, strong 
bordersecurity." 

Pelosi reiterated she is will¬ 
ing to negotiate money for 
border security once the 
government is reopened, 
but she said Democrats re¬ 
main opposed to Trump's 
long-promised wall. "I'm not 
fora wall," Pelosi said twice, 
mouthing the statement a 
third time for effect. 

While the shutdown 
dragged on, the State De¬ 
partment instructed all U.S. 
diplomats in Washington 
and elsewhere to return to 
work next week with pay, 
saying it had found mon¬ 
ey for their salaries at least 
temporarily. In a notice to 
staff, the department said 
it can pay most of its em¬ 
ployees beginning Sunday 
or Monday for their next 
pay period. They will not be 
paid fortime worked since 
the shutdown began in De¬ 
cember until the situation is 
resolved, said the notice.

NEWYORK(AP) — President 
Donald Trump's estranged 
former lawyer acknowl¬ 
edged Thursday that he 
paid a technology compa¬ 
ny to rig Trump's standing in 
two online polls before the 
presidential campaign. 
Michael Cohen tweeted 
that "what I did was at the 
direction of and forthe sole 
benefit of'Trump. 

"I truly regret my blind loy¬ 
alty to a man who doesn't 
deserve it,"he added. 
Cohen was responding to 
an article in The Wall Street 
Journal that said Cohen 
stiffed the owner of the 
technology company out 
of tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars he promised for work 
that included using a com¬ 
puter script to enter fake 
votes for Trump in a 2014 
CNBC poll asking people to 
identify top business lead¬ 
ers and a 2015 poll of po¬ 
tential presidential candi¬ 
dates. 

The company owner, J ohn 
Gauger, told the newspa¬ 
per that Cohen promised 
him $50,000 for the work 
but instead gave him a 
blue Walmart bag stuffed 
with between $12,000 and 
$13,000 in cash, plus a box¬ 


ing glove Cohen claimed 
had been worn by a Brazil¬ 
ian mixed-martial artsfight¬ 
er. 

Cohen disputed he paid 
cash, telling the Journal 
that "all monies pa id to Mr. 
Gauger were by check." 
He offered no further com¬ 
ment. 

Federal prosecutors re¬ 
ferred to a payment to 
Gauger's company— 
though not by name— 
when Cohen wascharged 
last summer with violating 
campaign-finance laws 
by arranging hush-money 


payments to two women 
who claim they had extra¬ 
marital affairs with Trump. 
They said in a charging 
document that Cohen 
had been reimbursed by 
the Trump Organization for 
payments to the women, 
plus $50,000 for 'tech ser¬ 
vices" that he requested in 
a handwritten note. 
Messages seeking com¬ 
ment were sent to the 
Trump Organization Thurs¬ 
day. 

Trump's lawyer, Rudy Giu¬ 
liani, told The Associated 
Press that the president 
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"had no knowledge" of any 
effort to manipulate polling 
data on his behalf. 

He called Cohen a "liar" 
and a 'thief" for seeking 
reimbursement for more 
money than he'd paid 
Gauger's company, Red- 
Finch SolutionsLLC. 

Gauger is also the chief in¬ 
formation officer at Liberty 


University in Lynchburg, Vir¬ 
ginia. Hisattomey declined 
to comment. Cohen was 
recently sentenced to three 
yeans in prison after plead¬ 
ing guilty to tax crimes, 
bank fraud and campaign 
violations that were not re¬ 
lated to his dealings with 
Gauger and the technol¬ 
ogy company.Q

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 
Tom Marino, a five-term 
Republican congressman 
who helped steer Don¬ 
ald Trump's successful 
presidential campaign in 
Pennsylvania, said Thurs¬ 
day that he is resigning 
just days into a new term. 
In a statement, Marino 
said his la st d a y will be J an. 
23 and that he is taking a 
job in the private sector. 
Marino and his office did 
not respond to questions 
about the announcement 
Thursday. 

Marino easily won re-elec¬ 
tion in November in his 
heavily Republican district 
in northern Pennsylvania. 
The 66-year-old former 
county and federal pros- 
ecutorwasone ofTrump's 
earliest supporters in Con¬ 
gress. Trump nicknamed 


Marino and former Rep. 
Lou Barietta 'thunderand 
lightning" when they co¬ 
chaired his campaign in 
Pennsylvania. 

Trump nominated Marino 
in 2017to become the na¬ 
tion's drug czar, but Ma¬ 
rino withdrew his name 
from consideration after 
reports he played a key 
role in a law that weak¬ 
ened federal power to 
stop companies from dis¬ 
tributing opioids. 

At the time, Marino de¬ 
fended his work on the 
law, which passed with¬ 
out opposition in the 
House and Senate and 
was signed by President 
Barack Obama, and said 
it will help 'facilitate a bal¬ 
anced solution" between 
accessto medication and 
law enforcement's efforts 
to prevent abuse. 

Marino, who lives in Co- 
gan Station, was a U.S. 
attorney in the Middle Dis¬ 
trict of Pennsylvania under 
President George W. Bush 
and has survived multiple 
bouts of kidney cancer. 
Gov. Tom Wolf, a Demo¬ 
crat, must schedule a spe¬ 
cial election to fill Marino's 
seat. 

Marino's resignation is 
likely to set off a furious 
scramble to secure votes 
among the committee 
members of the state Re¬ 
publican Party who will 
select a nominee to run in 
the special election.

school in Chicago to sign 
legislation meant to cut 
down on illegal purchases 
of firearms through video 
monitoring, tighter inven¬ 
tory control and gun-shop 
employee training. 

'We can prevent some¬ 
one from buying a gun for 
someone else who is not 
legally allowed to own a 
gun," said Pritzker, stand¬ 
ing next to Chicago Po¬ 
lice Superintendent Eddie 
J ohnson, whose force con¬ 
fiscated 10,000 illegal guns 
la st year. "Many of the inci¬ 
dents of gun violence that 
occur in our city and all 
across our state occurwith 
illegal guns." 

The law affects a bout 2,400 
firearms dealers and its 
provisions take effect in six 
months. Each must show it 
is licensed with the federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobac¬ 
co, Firearms and Explosives 
and purchase a five-year 
state permit — $1,500 for 
retail shops and $300 for in¬ 
dependent dealers. Each 
must install videotaping in 
retail sections of the store, 
maintain an electronic in¬ 
ventory and require annual 
employee training in spot¬ 
ting so-called straw pur¬ 
chases 

The Illinois State Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation promised a lawsuit 
challenging the plan. 

'The federal government 
already licenses gun deal¬ 
ers. There is no need to 
add yet another layer of 
bureaucracy on gun deal¬ 
ers," executive director 
Richard Pearson said in a 
statement. 'The only thing 
this measure is going to do 
is make it cost more money 


for gun dealers to do busi¬ 
ness in Illinois, which isgoing 
to hurt the smaller dealers. 
"The action taken today is 
another assault on our2nd 
Amendment rights." 

Pritzker, who already this 
week reversed course on 
GOP Gov. Bruce Rauner's 
policies toward labor with 
pro-union action, said gun- 
rig hts organ izatio ns a re "just 
wrong" in their criticism of 
the licensing bill. He add¬ 
ed, "I'm going to continue 
to make sure that we're 
standing up to the voices 
like the Illinois State Rifle As¬ 
sociation and the National 
Rifle Association to protect 
our families and our chil¬ 
dren." 

Lawmakers endorsed the 
idea twice last year. Raun- 
er vetoed the first version 
in March. Democrats who 
control the General As¬ 
sembly, led by Sen. Don 
Harmon of Oak Park, OK'd 
it again in May but never 
sent it to Raunerforconsid- 
eration. 

"Thank you for figuring out 
in fourdayswhatsome oth¬ 
er people couldn't figure 
out in four yea rs," Chicago 
Mayor Rahm Emanuel said 
to Pritzker. 'You don't need 
a Ph.D. from Harvard to 
figure out that if you're go¬ 
ing to regulate a barber 
shop and a bar, maybe 
you should regulate a gun 
dealer." 

Harmon, who first intro¬ 
duced the idea in 2003, 
said the law is more about 
allowing the state to gath¬ 
er information on straw 
purchases through video 
monitoring and electronic 
inventory and sales records 
than it is about punishing 
dealers. While the ATF au¬ 
dits gun shops, Harmon 
said the federal agency 
has fewer than two dozen 
agents to oversee all of Il¬ 
linois' dealers. He contend¬ 
ed audits occur only once 
every three to five years 
and only verify whether a 


gun is in the dealer's inven¬ 
tory or has been sold, not 
examining patterns or reg¬ 
ularity of purchases 
'We can't think that this bill, 
however important it is, is 
the solution," Harmon said. 
"It will help but there's more 
work to be done.

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Vtatchdog: Thousands mote children may have been separated

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands more migrant chil¬ 
dren may have been split 
from their families than the 
Trump administration previ¬ 
ously reported, in part be¬ 
cause officials were step¬ 
ping up family separations 
long before the borderpol- 
icy that prompted interna¬ 
tional outrage last spring, 
a government watchdog 
said Thursday. 

It's unclear just how many 
family separations oc¬ 
curred at the U.S.-Mexico 
border; immigration of¬ 
ficials are allowed under 
longstanding policy to sep¬ 
arate families under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. Health 
and Human Services, the 
agency tasked with car¬ 
ing for migrant children, 
did not adequately track 
them until after a judge 
ruled that children must be 
reunited with their families, 
according to the report 
by the agency's inspector 
general. 

Ann Maxwell, assistant in¬ 
spector general for evalu¬ 
ations, said the number of 
children removed fromtheir 
pa rents was certainly larger 
than the 2,737 listed by the 
government in court docu¬ 
ments. Those documents 
chronicled se pa ratio ns that 


took place asparentswere 
criminally prosecuted for 
illegally entering the coun¬ 
try under President Donald 
Trump's "zero tolerance" 
policy. 

"It's certainly more," Max¬ 
well said. "But precisely how 
much more is unknown." 
Maxwell said investigators 
didn't have specific num¬ 
bers, but that Health and 
Human Services staff had 
estimated the tally to be in 
the thousands. 

Lee Gelemt, an American 
Civil Liberties Union attor¬ 
ney who sued on beha If of 
a mother separated from 
her son, said the separa¬ 
tion policy "was a cruel di¬ 
saster from the start. This 
report reaffirms that the 
government never had a 
clear picture of how many 
children it ripped from their 
parents." 

Most of the tens of thou¬ 
sand sof children who come 
into government custody 
cross the borderalone. But 
the report found that in late 
2016, 0.3 percent of chil¬ 
dren turned over to Health 
and Human Services had 
crossed with a parent and 
were separated. By the 
summer of 2017, that per¬ 
centage had grown to 3.6 
percent, officials said. The 
watchdog did not give ex¬ 
act numbers, but the total 
number of migrant chil¬ 


dren who passed through 
the agency's care during 
the 2017 budget year was 
40,810. The separated chil¬ 
dren had already been re¬ 
leased to sponsors, who are 
generally parents or other 
close relatives. 

The inspector general did 
not say why the children 
had been separated be¬ 
fore the zero-tolerance 
policy. Immigration officials 
are allowed to take a child 
from a parent in certain 
cases — serious criminal 
charges against a parent, 
concerns over the health 
and welfare of a child or 
medical concerns That 
policy has long been in 
place. 

Katie Wald man, a spokes¬ 
woman for Homeland Se¬ 
curity, said the report rein¬ 
forced what officials have 
long said. 

"For more than a decade 
it was and continues to be 
standard for apprehended 
minors to be separated 
when the adult is not the 
parent or legal guardian, 
the child's safety isat risk"or 
there's a record of a "seri¬ 
ous criminal activity by the 
adult,"she said. 

In some cases, however, 
Homeland Security officials 
said a parent had a crimi¬ 
nal history but did not offer 
details on the crimes, the 
watchdog reported. 


The number of families 
coming across the border 
has grown even as over¬ 
all illegal border crossings 
have decreased dramati¬ 
cally compared with his¬ 
toric trends Over the past 
three months, families 
made up the majority of 
Border Patrol arrests 
The Administration for Chil¬ 
dren and Families, the di¬ 
vision under Health and 
Human Services that man¬ 
ages the care of unac¬ 
companied minors, said it 
generally agreed with the 
findings and noted the re¬ 
port did not find that the 
agency lost track of chil¬ 
dren under its care. It also 
noted new policies were in 
place to help track newly 
separated children. And 
the court never instructed 
officials to determine the 
number of children sepa¬ 
rated before the J une 26 
ruling. 

Last spring, then-Attomey 
General Jeff Sessions said 
anyone caught crossing 
the border illegally would 
be criminally prosecuted. 
Families were brought into 
custody by U.S. Border 
patrol officials, then their 
parents taken to criminal 
court. If the parents were 
gone longer than 72 hours

The border remains a cru¬

CHICAGO (AP) — A judge 
on Thursday acquitted 
three Chicago officers of 
trying to cover up the 2014 
shooting of Laquan Mc¬ 
Donald, dismissing as just 
one perspective the shock¬ 
ing dashcam video of the 
black teenager's death 
that led to protests, a fed¬ 
eral investigation of the po¬ 
lice department and the 
rare murder conviction of 
an officer. 

In casting off the prosecu¬ 
tion's entire case, Judge 
Domenica Stephenson 
seemed to accept many 
of the same defense argu¬ 
ments that were rejected in 
October by jurors who con¬ 
victed officer Jason Van 
Dyke of second-degree 
murder and aggravated 
battery. He is scheduled to 
be sentenced Friday. 

The judge said the video 
showed only one viewpoint 
of the confrontation and 
that there was no indica¬ 
tion the officers tried to 
hide evidence. 

,r The evidence shows just 
the opposite,"she said. She 
singled out how they pre¬ 
served the graphic video 
at the heart of the case. 
McDonald's family ques¬ 
tioned how the two cases 
could produce such differ¬ 
ent decisions His great un¬ 
cle, the Rev. Marvin Hunter, 
told reporters that the ver¬ 
dict means 'that if you are 
a police officeryou can lie, 
cheatand steal." 

'To say that these men are 
not guilty is to say that J a- 
son Van Dyke is not guilty." 
He added: "It is a sad day 
for America." 

Prosecutor Ron Safer tried 
to put a positive spin on the 
verdict. 

"Thiscase wasa case where 
the code of silence wason 
trial," he said, referring to 
the long tradition that of¬ 
ficers don't report wrong¬ 


doing by their colleagues. 
'The next officer is going to 
think twice about filing a 
false police report. Do they 
want to go through this?" 
Special prosecutor Patri¬ 
cia Brown Holmes said she 
hoped the verdict would 
not make officers reluctant 
to come forward when 
they see misconduct. Her 
key witness, officer Dora 
Fontaine, described how 
she had become a pariah 
in the departmentand was 
called a "rat" by fellow of¬ 
ficers. 

The shooting has provoked 
periodic street protests 
since 2015, when the video 
came to light, and the ac¬ 
quittals could renew that 
movement. 

"We will be down here to¬ 
morrow by the hundreds, 
and we will cry out for jus¬ 
tice for Laquan," activist 
Eric Russell said. 

The trial was watched 
closely by law enforcement 
and critics of the depart¬ 
ment, which has long had 
a reputation forcondoning 
police brutality. 

Officer Joseph Walsh, of¬ 
ficer Thomas Gaffney and 
detective David March 
were accused of conspir¬ 
acy, official misconduct 
and obstruction of justice. 
All but Gaffney have since 
left the department. They 
asked the judge, rather 
than a jury, to hear the evi¬ 
dence. 

After the verdict, Walsh 
would say only that the or- 
dealofbeing charged and 
tried was "heart-breaking 
for my family, a yea rand a 
half." 

In her ruling , the judge re¬ 
jected prosecution argu¬ 
ments that the video dem¬ 
onstrated officers were ly¬ 
ing when they described 
McDonald as moving and 
posing a threat even after 
he was shot. 

"An officercould have rea¬ 
sonably believed an attack 


was imminent," she said. "It 
was borne out in the video 
that McDonald continued 
to move after he fell to the 
ground" and refused to re¬ 
linquish a knife. 

The video appeared to 
show the teen collapsing 
in a heap afterthe first few 
shots and moving in large 
part because bullets kept 
striking his body for 10 more 
seconds. 

The judge said it's not un¬ 
usual for two witnesses to 
describe events in starkly 
different ways "It does not 
necessarily mean that one 
is lying,"she said. 

The judge also noted sev¬ 
eral timesthat the vantage 
points of various officers 
who witnessed the shoot¬ 
ing were "completely dif¬ 
ferent." That could explain 
why their accounts did not 


sync with what millions of 
people saw in the video. 
Both Van Dyke's trial and 
that of the three other of¬ 
ficers hinged on the video, 
which showed Van Dyke 
opening fire within seconds 
of getting out of his po¬

LONDON (AP) — The head 
of the World Health Orga¬ 
nization has ordered an 
internal investigation into 
allegations the U.N. health 
agency is rife with racism, 
sexism and corruption, af¬ 
ter a series of anonymous 
emails with the explosive 
charges were sent to top 
managers last year. 

Three emails addressed to 
WHO directors — and ob¬ 
tained by the Associated 
Press—complained about 
"systematic racial discrimi¬ 
nation" against African 
staffers and alleged other 
instances of wrongdoing, 
including claims that some 
of the money intended to 
fight Ebola in Congo was 
misspent. 

Last month, WHO Director- 
General Tedros Adhanom 
Ghebreyesus told staff¬ 
ers he had instructed the 
head of WHO's office of 
internal oversight to look 
into the charges raised by 
the emails He confirmed 
that directive to the AP on 
Thursday. 

A WHO statement issued 
afterthe AP story was pub¬

lished said the agency was 
"aware" of such allegations 
and has "zero tolerance 
for misconduct or discrimi¬ 
nation of any kind." The 
statement said Tedros has 
"championed openness, 
transparency and diversity" 
since he became WHO's 
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chief. 

However, critics doubt that 
WHO can effectively in¬ 
vestigate itself and have 
called for the probe to be 
made public. 

The first email, which was 
sent last April, claimed 
there was "systematic ra¬ 
cial discrimination against 
Africans at WHO" and that 
African staffers were being 
"abused, swom at (and) 
shown contempt to" by 
their Geneva-based col¬ 
leagues. 

Two further emails ad¬ 
dressed to WHO directors 
complained that senior 
officials were "attempting 
to stifle" investigations into 
such problems and also 
alleged other instances 
of wrongdoing, including 
allegedly misspent Ebola 
funds. 

The last email, sent in De¬ 
cember, labeled the be¬ 
havior of a senior doctor 
helping to lead the re¬ 
sponse against Ebola as 
"unacceptable, unprofes¬ 
sional and racist," citing a 
November incident at a 
meeting where the doc¬ 
tor reportedly "humiliated, 
disgraced and belittled" a 
subordinate from the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

Tedros — a former health 
minister of Ethiopia and 
WHO's first African director- 
general — said investiga¬ 
tors looking into the charg¬ 


es "have all my support" 
and that he would provide 
more resources if neces¬ 
sary. 

'To those that are giving us 
feedback, thank you," he 
told a meeting of WHO's 
country representatives in 
Nairobi last month. 

'We will do everything 
to correct (it) if there are 
problems." 

But Tedros refuted claims 
that WHO's hiring policies 
are skewed, arguing that 
his top management team 
was more geographically 
diverse and gender-bal- 
a need tha n a ny other U.N. 
organization after adopt¬ 
ing measures to be more 
inclusive. 

'There is change already 
happening," he said during 
the December staff meet¬ 
ing, according to an audio 
recording provided to the 
AP. 

WHO's in-house investiga¬ 
tion into misconductcomes 
after other U.N. agencies 
have been rocked by ha- 
ra ssme ntcomplaints. 

At UNAIDS, chief Michel 
Sdibe agreed to step 
down after an indepen¬ 
dent report concluded in 
December that his "defec¬ 
tive leadership" had creat¬ 
ed a toxic working environ¬ 
ment, with staffers asserting 
there was rampant sexual 
harassment, bullying and 
abuse of power. 


The author of the anony¬ 
mous WHO emails also 
charged there were 
"crooked recruitment and 
selection" processes that 
were 'tantamountto fraud, 
corruption and abuse of 
authority." 

In the latest anonymous 
message, the author sin¬ 
gled out the supposedly 
flawed hiring process of 
a senior director in WHO's 
emergencies department, 
suggesting that might 
have led to mistakes being 
made by incompetent of¬ 
ficials involved in efforts to 
stop Ebola in Congo. 

Some staffers feared that 
funds donated to stem the 
spread of the deadly virus 
"have not been used ju¬ 
diciously," the email said, 
warning such blunders 
could undermine WHO's 
credibility. 

"A plane was hired to trans¬ 
port three vehicles from 
the warehouse in Dubai at 
the cost of $1 million. Why 
would WHO ship vehicles 
from Dubai? We would 
appreciate the rationale 
when jeeps in DRC (Con¬ 
go) can be purchased at 
$80,000 per vehicle," the 
email said, claiming that 
"corruption storiesabout lo- 
gisticiansand procurement 
in WHO's (Geneva emer¬ 
gencies department) are 
legendary." 

Sarah Russell, a WHO 
spokeswoman, said WHO 
shipped 10 vehicles out of 
Dubai last May because 
there were no vehicles 
available forsale in Congo 
that met minimum safety 
standards at the time. She 
said it cost $237,801 to 
transport them. 

David Webb, director of 
WHO's office of internal 
oversight, told staffers that 
Tedros had asked him 'to 
conduct an appropriate 
investigation" into the is¬ 
sues raised in the emails 
Webb said he and his team 
would scrutinize those ac¬ 
cusations, in addition to the 
approximately 150 other 
claims that have been 
reported to his office this 
year. 

"My team is trying their best 
to go to DRC (Congo), to 
go to where the allegations 
are with an effort to find 
the facts," he saidO

Italy's Reiiusconi rebounds again Id tun for EU parliament

coni isback. Again. 

The three-time Italian pre¬ 
mier, who has made a ca- 
reeroutof rebounding from 
legal woes, personal scan¬ 
dal, heart trouble and polit¬ 
ical setbacks, announced 
Thursday he is running for 
the European Parliament in 
May elections. 

The 82-year-old Berlusconi 
said he wanted to "bring 
my voice to a Europe that 
should change, a Europe 
that has lost profound think¬ 
ing a bout the world." 
Berlusconi had been 
barred from running for 
public office for nearly five 
years due to a tax fraud 
conviction. Citing his good 
conduct, a court last year 
ruled that he could once 
again run. 

Berlusconi'sForza Italia par¬ 
ty, which dominated Italian 
politics for a quarter-cen¬ 
tury, is now polling in single 


digits behind the two par¬ 
ties in western Europe's first 
populist government, the 
right-wing League and the 


anti-establishment 5-Stars. 
He announced his cam¬ 
paign on the same day 
Italy's government unveiled 


details of how it intends to 
fulfill two campaign prom¬ 
ises made by the coalition 
parties: providing a basic 


income to needy Italians 
looking for work and re¬ 
forming unpopular pension 
regulations. 

At a press conference in 
Rome, Deputy Premier 
Luigi Di Maio proudly an¬ 
nounced the government 
had 'founded a new wel¬ 
fare state in Italy...a revolu¬ 
tion in the world of work." 
Media mogul Berlusconi 
stressed in hisfirstcampaign 
remarks that he wanted to 
see a united center-right 
in Europe. It was evidence 
of his continued hope that 
the League, which was a 
junior partner in all his gov¬ 
ernments, would eventually 
abandon the 5-Stars at the 
national level and come 
backto the traditional cen¬ 
ter-rig htfold. 

"A center-right that is unit¬ 
ed and victorious, with its 
values and ideals, is the 
future of Italy, Europe and 
the world," Berlusconi said 
in Sardinia, where he keeps 
a huge estate.□ 


Striking Greek school teachers shutdown traffic in Athens

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
Striking school teachers 
and other Greek civil ser¬ 
vants shut down central 
Athens for hours Thursday 
during a protest of new hir¬ 
ing criteria forteachersthat 
were under consideration 
in parliament. 

About 3,000 people took 
part in the protest outside 
the parliament building, 
disrupting public transpor¬ 
tation for about five hours 
while police diverted traf¬ 
fic away from Syntagma 
Square. They planned to 


stay until lawmakers voted 
on the proposed hiring sys¬ 
tem. 

Greece's left-wing govern¬ 
ment has promised to hire 
15,000 full-time teachers 
over the next three years, 
starting this faII. Unions say 
the hiring system is unfairly 
weighted against teach¬ 
ers who have worked for 
years on short-time con¬ 
tracts. They also want more 
teachers to be hired. 

The umbrella civil servants' 
union, Adedy, called a 24- 
hour public sector strike 
for Thursday to back the 


teachers' demands, al¬ 
though the walkout mainly 
affected schools Classes 
were canceled in most 
public schools in Athens 
and many were elsewhere 
in Greece. 

A few dozen protesters 
briefly clashed with police 
officers blocking their ac¬ 
cess to parliament, but no 
injuries or arrests were re- 
p o rte d. Te a c he rs p re vio usly 
held two protest marches in 
Athensoverthe hiring plan.

The Ecumenical Patriarch 
of Constantinople earlier 
this month granted inde¬ 
pendence to a new Ukrai¬ 
nian Orthodox Church, 
formally severing its centu- 
ries-long ties with the Rus¬ 
sian Orthodox Church. The 
moveforcesclergyand be¬ 
lievers in Ukraine to choose 
between belonging to 
Moscow-backed churches 
orthe new Ukrainian one. 
Until the decree, the Ortho¬ 
dox church that enjoyed 


wide autonomy under the 
Russian Orthodox Church 
was considered legitimate 
and two others in Ukraine 
were regarded as schis¬ 
matic. The new church 
unites the two formerly 
schismatic bodies. 

Many Ukrainians had re¬ 
sented the status of the 
Moscow-affiliated church. 
The push for a full-fledged 
Ukrainian church was bol¬ 
stered by Russia's annexa¬ 
tion of Crimea in 2014 and 
fighting in eastern Ukraine 
between government forc¬ 
es and Russia-backed reb¬ 
els that has killed at least 
10,000 people. 

The Supreme Rada on 
Thursday voted for the bill 
that spells out the proce- 
duresfortransferring church 
property if a parish decides 
to join a new church. The 
bill has yet to be signed by 
the president. 

The Russian Orthodox 
Church has staunchly op¬ 
posed the creation of the 
new Ukrainian church, 


warning of sectarian vio¬ 
lence. 

The first reading of the bill, 
which allowed fora trans¬ 
fer of property by a ma¬ 


jority vote and a show of 
hands, caused concerns in 
the European Union. 

The bill that was voted on 
Thursday requires two-thirds 


of a parish to put their sig¬ 
natures on a vote to join 
another community. If the 
vote is not unanimous, that 
pa rt of the community that 
prefers to stay with the Rus¬ 
sia-affiliated church should 
be allowed to rent the 
premises and use them for 
their own rites. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenko, who spear¬ 
headed effortsto make the 
Ukrainian church indepen¬ 
dent, hailed the vote at the 
Supreme Rada, saying that 
it will prevent "bloodshed." 
He said over 100 parishes 
have already indicated 
their intention to join the 
new church. 

Poroshenko, who has been 
touring the country in re¬ 
cent weeks with the Tomos, 
a scroll containing the in¬ 
dependence decree, has 
been criticized forusing the 
church split with Moscow 
to boost his popularity. He is 
expected to seek re-elec¬ 
tion in the March 31 presi¬ 
dential vote. □

BELGRADE, Serbia (AP) — 

Vladimir Putin received a 
hero's welcome in ally Ser¬ 
bia on Thursday as the Rus¬ 
sian president attempted 
to maintain political and 
economic influence in the 
Balkans, which is increas¬ 
ingly looking Westward. 
Putin's presidential plane 
was escorted over Serbian 
airspace by MiG-29 fighter 
jets he recently donated 
to Serbia as he arrived for 
the one-day visit. Church 
bells tolled, guns saluted 
and people waved Russian 
and Serbian flags on Putin's 
route through the Serbian 
capital, Belgrade. 

Serbia has maintained 
close links with traditional 
Slavic ally Russia despite 
formally seeking Europe¬ 
an Union membership. It 
has refused to join West¬ 
ern sanctions against Rus¬ 
sia over Ukraine and has 
pledged to stay out of 
NATO. 

Putin has recently stepped 
up efforts to restore Mos¬ 
cow's influence in the for¬ 


mer communist countries 
of Eastern Europe. 

Putin and his host, Serbian 
President Aleksandar Vu- 
cic, praised the relationship 
between the two countries. 
Putin handed a top Russian 
honor to Vucic, who gave 
a puppy of a Serb dog 
breed to the Russian presi¬ 
dent. 

Vucic thanked Russia for its 
support for Serbia's claim 
over Kosovo, a former 
province that declared 


independence in 2008, 
and added that "however 
small," Serbia has been a 
"reliable partner"to Russia. 
Several bilateral agree¬ 
ments were signed, includ¬ 
ing on the supply of Russian 
gas and weapons to Ser¬ 
bia. 

On the gas, Putin said Rus¬ 
sian companies are ready 
to invest about $1.4 billion 
into a stretch of a pipeline 
that would go from Turkey 
via EU-member Bulgaria 


to Serbia and then on to 
Hungary, "but in the end, 
everything will depend on 
other countries, including 
the European Union." 

Putin's visit come as thou¬ 
sands have been holding 
weekly demonstrations 
against Vucic because of 
what they see as his auto¬ 
cratic rule. 

Tensofthousandsof Vucic's 
right-wing party supporters 
were bused into the capi¬ 
tal on Thursday to gather 
in front of the St. Sava Or¬ 
thodox church, which the 
two presidents visited. They 
were chanting slogans in¬ 
cluding 'Serbia-Russia, we 
don't need the European 
Union!" 

Vucic's critics say the gath¬ 
ering was staged to sug- 
gestthatthe Serbian leader 
has many more supporters 
than opponents, who have 
been marching the same 
route since December to 
demand free electionsand 
media. 

Se ve ra I libe ra I Se rb ia n rig hts 
groups issued a statement 
on Thursday protesting "glo¬ 
rification of Vladimir Putin's 


authoritarian regime." 

It said that Putin's visit "indi¬ 
cates that the Serbian rul¬ 
ers are ready to sacrifice 
human rights and better 
living standards of citizens 
because of their servile 
attitude toward Putin's re¬ 
gime." 

Russia's interest in Serbia re- 
latesto itsstrategic position 
between East and West. 
Of Serbia'seight neighbors, 
five are NATO members 
and two more are seeking 
membership; and four are 
in the EU a nd two more a re 
working toward accession. 
Serbia remains Moscow's 
only ally in the region. 

Unlike NATO, Putin formally 
does not oppose Serbia's 
EU path and analysts be¬ 
lieve that this is bee a use he 
wants a staunch ally — or 
perhaps a Trojan horse — 
within the 28-nation bloc. 
Putin's popularity in Serbia is 
mostly because the Krem¬ 
lin is supporting Serbia in 
its rejection of Kosovo's in¬ 
dependence.

Har- 
uhiko Kuroda told fellow 
financial leaders Thursday 
that policies must be de¬ 
vised to prevent the shrink¬ 
ing population from hinder¬ 
ing economic growth. 

Since taking his post in April 
2013, Kuroda has flooded 
Japan's economy with 
cash through central bank 
asset purchases to help 
fight deflation and keep 
the economy growing. The 
BOJ also imposed a nega¬ 
tive interest rate policy to 


keep lending costs ultra low 
in the longerterm. 

The conventional strategy 
of controlling short-term 
interest rates to keep infla¬ 
tion in check while stimulat¬ 
ing business activity is well 
understood, Kuroda said. 
But he wa med that the un- 
conventional methods the 
Bank of Japan has adopt¬ 
ed can have unexpected 
consequences 
Kuroda has repeatedly em¬ 
phasized the limits to what 
the central bank can do to 
promote sustained growth 
in an age of rising national 
debt and feeble consumer 
demand. He has urged 
the government to push 
ahead with labor and oth¬ 
er reforms to help achieve 
faster growth and attain 
the government's inflation 


target of a bout 2 percent. 
Kuroda said one of the po¬ 
tential pitfalls of the current 
policies could be if banks 
use cheap credit to seek 
higher yielding, high-risk in¬ 
vestments hamful to finan¬ 
cial stability. 


"Policymakers need to 
manage prudential policy 
appropriately, taking into 
account the fact that the 
risk profiles of financial in¬ 
stitutions could be dra¬ 
matically transformed dur¬ 
ing times of demographic 


change,"he said. 

Japan's population began 
shrinking several years ago 
and is rapidly aging. That 
has discouraged compa¬ 
nies from investing and hir¬ 
ing within J apan, while they 
direct their efforts toward 
faster growing overseen 
markets 

On the other hand, aging 
populations create new 
markets for many products 
and services, so there are 
positives along with the 
challenges, he added. 
Kuroda and other senior 
financial officials were 
speaking at a seminar 
linked to Japan's hosting 
of the Group of 20 major 
economies in 2019. The 
G-20 summit is due to be 
held in Osaka later this 
yea r.Q 


la wan holds live-fire exercises 
following C hina threats

HSINCHU, Taiwan (AP) — 

Taiwan held live-fire exer¬ 
cises along its east coast 
Thursday amid renewed 
threats from China to bring 
the island under its control 
by force if deemed neces¬ 
sary. 

Artillery and assault heli¬ 
copters fired at targets off 
the west coast city of Taic¬ 
hung, while French-made 
Mirage fighter jets took off 
amid rainy conditions from 
the air base at Hsinchu to 
the north. 

The drills are Taiwan's first 
since Chinese President Xi 
J inping on J an. 2 reassert¬ 
ed Beijing's willingness to 
use military force to bring 
self-ruling Taiwan under 
Chinese control. 

The drills also follow a new 
Pentagon report laying out 
U.S. concerns about Chi¬ 


na's growing military might, 
underscoring woniesabout 
a possible attack against 
Taiwan. 

Taiwan's independence¬ 
leaning President Tsai Ing- 
wen has made national 
defense a priority while 
refusing China's demand 
that she recognize Taiwan 
as a part of China. That's 
led to Beijing ratcheting 
up economic, military and 
diplomatic pressure on the 
island of 23 million. 

In a meeting with U.S. Chief 
of Naval Operations Adm. 
John Richardson in Beijing 
on Tuesday, China's Chief 
of Staff U Zuocheng issued 
a warning against foreign 
forces coming to Taiwan's 
assistance. The U.S. is Tai¬ 
wan's chief source of mili¬ 
tary hardware and is le¬ 
gally bound to respond to 
threats a gainst its security. 
China's military will "pay 


any price" to ensure Chi¬ 
na's sovereignty, U told 
Richardson attheirTuesday 
meeting. China considers 
Taiwan, which split from the 
mainland amid civil war in 
1949, a s a n integ ra I pa rt of 
Chinese territory. U.S.-Chi¬ 
na relations have become 
increasingly frayed on the 
military and economic 
fronts over the past year. 
President Donald Trump im¬ 
posed tariff increases of up 
to 25 percent on $250 bil¬ 
lion ofChinese importsover 
complaints Beijing steals 
or pressures companies to 
hand over technology. Xi 
responded by imposing 
penalties on $110 billion of 
American goods And last 
year the Pentagon disinvit- 
ed China to a major, mul¬ 
tinational Pacific exercise, 
citing Beijing's militarization 
of ma n-ma d e isla nd s in the 
South China Sea.Q

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9 dead in car bombing at police academy in Colombia capital

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 

At least nine people were 
killed and dozens more in¬ 
jured in a car bombing at 
a heavily guarded police 
academy in Colombia's 
capital on Thursday, recall¬ 
ing the high-profile attacks 
seen during the bloodiest 
chapters of the country's 
drug-fueled guerrilla con¬ 
flict. 

The scene outside the 
General Santander police 
academy in southern Bo¬ 
gota was chaotic in the 
immediate aftermath of 
the mid morning attack, the 
biggest against a police or 
military facility in the capi¬ 
ta I in yea rs. 

Videos circulating on social 
media show panicked po¬ 
lice officers carrying injured 
colleagues on stretchers 
along a road strewn with 
debris and body parts. In 
the distance, the skeletal 
steel remains of the truck 
used in the attack can be 
seen still burning while ap¬ 
proaching ambulances 
blare. 

President Ivan Duque 
rushed back to the capital 
with his top military advis¬ 
ers from a visit to a western 
state to oversee the police 
investigation. 

Chief Prosecutor Nestor 
Martinezsaid a man named 
J ose Aldemar Rojas driving 
a 1993 Nissan pick-up load¬ 
ed with 80 kilograms (175 



pounds) of pentolite car¬ 
ried out the attack. He said 
the car had its last official 
mechanical revision some 
six months ago in the east¬ 
ern state of Arauca, along 
the border with Venezuela. 
'This is an attack not only 
against the young, the se¬ 
curity forces or the police. 
It's an attack against soci¬ 
ety," Duque said in a brief 
statement after surveying 
the blast scene. 'This de¬ 
mented terrorist act will not 


go unpunished." 

The police said atleastnine 
people were killed, while 
Bogota's health depart¬ 
ment said another 54 were 
injured. Among the dead 
were a Panamanian and 
an Ecuadorian national. 
Rafael Trujillo said he was 
delivering a care package 
to his son Gerson, who en¬ 
tered the school just two 
days ago, when he was 
stopped in his tracks by the 
blast that destroyed win¬ 


dows in apartment build¬ 
ings as far as four blocks 
away. 

"I'm sad and very worried 
because I don't have any 
information about my son," 
said Trujillo, standing out¬ 
side the facility, where po¬ 
lice officers had set up a 
taped perimeter as foren¬ 
sic specialists surveyed the 
blast site. 

Authorities were at a loss 
to explain how the vehicle 
slipped through a gate per¬ 


manently protected by ex- 
plosive-sniffing dogs, heavi¬ 
ly-armed guardsand secu- 
ritycameras Butthere were 
unconfirmed reports based 
on leaked recordings of 
phone conversations of 
officers on the scene that 
the driver rammed past 
the checkpoint as if carry¬ 
ing out a suicide attack — 
something unprecedented 
in decades of political vio¬ 
lence in Colombia. 

Health authorities in Bogo¬ 
ta appealed for residents 
to donate blood at one 
of four collection points in 
the capital to help treat 
those injured, the majority 
of whom were rushed to a 
police hospital. 

For decades, residents of 
Bogota lived in fear of be¬ 
ing caught in a bombing by 
leftist rebels or Pablo Esco¬ 
bar's Medellin drug cartel. 
But as Colombia's conflict 
has wound down, security 
hasimproved and residents 
have lowered theirguard. 
While authorities had yet to 
suggest who was behind 
the attack, and no armed 
group claimed responsibil¬ 
ity, attention was focused 
on leftist rebels from the 
National Liberation Army, 
which has been stepping 
up attacks on police tar¬

Associated Press 
UMA, Pem (AP) — Amid 
an unbearable stench, 
thousands of workers, po¬ 


lice and soldiers struggled 
Wednesday to contain 
and clean up a flood of 
sewage that has caused 


the government to declare 
a health emergency in one 
of the most populous parts 
of Peru'scapital. 

The foul flood was caused 
by a blockage in a giant 
pipe that collects 80 per¬ 
cent of the sewage in the 
San Juan de Lurigancho 
district. Adding a political 
element, the pipe was relo¬ 
cated about six years ago 
by Odebrecht, the Brazilian 
construction giant that is at 
the heart of a corruption 
scandal engulfing elites 
across Latin America, in¬ 
cluding Peru. 

"It has become clogged: 
strange material has en¬ 
tered the collector," said 
President Martin Vizcarra, 
who pledged to find those 
responsible and declared 
a health emergency. 


Vizcarra said the pipe is 
buried at a depth of nine 
meters (30 feet) and it "be¬ 
gan to sink," with dirty water 
flowing into low-lying areas 
of SanJ uan de Lurigancho, 
which has more than 1 mil¬ 
lion inhabitants 
More than 100 police of¬ 
ficers rode horses through 
the waters while dozens 
of giant suction machines 
pulled up sewage. 

Maria Cruz, 80, cried asshe 
used a bucket of clean wa¬ 
ter to wash two small dolls 
that had adorned the top 
of her wedding cake de- 
cadesago. 

'You can't even breath 
here,"she said. 

The flooding began Sun¬ 
day when millions of liters 
(gallons) of sewage spilled 
across more than eight 


hectares (20 acres) of the 
borough, reaching depths 
of two meters ( 6 V 2 feet), of- 
fic ia Is sa id. 

'We are worried by the 
pollution," said resident Os- 
waldo Vasquez. Neighbors 
complained of dirty water 
coming out of their taps 
and toilets. 

While officials have not yet 
determined who is respon¬ 
sible for the flooding, Viz- 
carra said the builder of a 
public works project is re¬ 
sponsible for any defect in 
itforthe next seven years. 
"And this project doesn't 
have seven years,"he add¬ 
ed.

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Halep edges American in 
Australia; Venus next

— Push Simona Halep to 
the brink, and she summons 
herbest. 

The Australian Open's top- 
seeded woman got all she 
could handle from 20-year- 
old American Sofia Kenin in 
the second round before 
taking the last four games 
to emerge with a 6-3, 6-7 
(5), 6-4 victory that took 2V2 
hours Thursday. 

"Well, I have no idea how I 
won this tonight," said Ha¬ 
lep, the reigning French 
Open champion. "It's so 
tough to explain what hap¬ 
pened on court." 

A year ago at Melbourne 
Park, Halep was a point 
from being eliminated in 
two matches but came 
back each time en route 
to reaching the final. In the 
first round this year, she was 
down a set and a break be¬ 
fore turning things around. 
And this time, against a 
hard-hitting Kenin, Halep 
trailed 4-2 in the third set 
and managed to notcede 
anothergame. 

And that was despite get¬ 
ting what she described 
as "a little bit injured" in the 
second set, something that 
seemed clearfrom the way 
she wasn't always able to 
run with her usual verve. 
"Hopefully," said Halep, 


whose No. 1 ranking is up 
for grabs during the Aus¬ 
tralian Open, "next round I 
play better." 

That third-round matchup 
will be quite intriguing, be¬ 
cause it'll be against seven¬ 
time Grand Slam champi¬ 
on and former No. 1 Venus 
Williams And the winner of 
that could face Williams' 
younger sister, 23-time ma¬ 
jor champ Serena, in the 
fourth round. 

Venus won a three-setter 
that finished a little before 
Halep'sdid — and in much 
more emphatic fashion. 
Pushed to that deciding 
set by getting broken to 
end the second, Venus ran 
away with the win down 
the stretch, defeating Alize 
Comet 6-3, 4-6, 6-0. 

So whatwasthe difference 
in the lopsided third set? 
"She was just putting more 
intensity than me. She was 
hitting harder, deeper," 
Comet said. "I had a little 
less energy than in the 
second set and she took 
advantage of it and really 
raised her level." 

The 38-year-old Venus, un¬ 
seeded at a major for the 
first time in five years, was 
the runner-up in Australia to 
Serena in 2003 and 2017. 
Serena advanced to the 
third round by beating 2014 
Wimbledon finalist Eugenie 
Bouchard 6-2, 6-2, reeling 


off the last five games and 
16 of the final 20 points. 
That match was followed 
in Rod Laver Arena by No. 
1 Nova k Djokovic's 6-3, 7-5, 
6-4 victory over J o-Wilfried 
Tsonga in a rematch of the 
2008 final at Melbourne 
Parle 

That one ended in the wee 
hours of Friday, just after 
two-time major champion 
Garbine Muguruza and 
Johanna Konta got going 
at 12:30 a .m. in what is be¬ 
lieved to be the latest-start¬ 
ing match in tournament 
history. Muguruza eventu¬ 
ally won 6-4, 6-7 (3), 7-5 at 
3:12 a.m. 

Other winners in the wom¬ 
en's draw included reign¬ 
ing U.S. Open champion 
Naomi Osaka, past U.S. 
Open runners-up Karolina 
Pliskova and Madison Keys, 
No. 27-seeded Camila 
Giorgi and No. 28 Hsieh Su- 
Wei. 

In men's action, Stan 
Wawrinka was up a set 
and was just two points 
away from taking the sec¬ 
ond against Milos Raonic. 
Couldn't do it. 

About an hour later, 2014 
champion Wawrinka wasa 
single point from grabbing 
the third set. Denied again. 
And another hour after 
that, Wawrinka was two 
points from seizing the 
fourth to force a fifth. Nope,

Wawrinka kept coming 
oh-so-close, and Raonic 
kept hanging in there and

Rats' Brady, Chiefs' Ma homes achieve sue c ess different ways

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 

One ofthem isa sixth-round 
pick who married a super¬ 
model, became one of 
the greatest quarterbacks 
in NFL history and is still go¬ 
ing strong well past his 41st 
birthday. 

Ihe other is a first-round 
pick who is still dating his 
high school sweetheart, 
has exactly one season as 
an NFLstarteron his resume 
and just turned 23 earlier 
this season. 

Indeed, few similarities ex¬ 
ist when it comes to Patri¬ 
ots qua rterback Tom Brady 
and Chiefs counterpart 
Patrick Ma homes, whose 
teamswill meetforthe AFC 
title at Arrowhead Stadium 
on Sunday. 

Brady is the suave starwith 
the polished skillset and 
more postseason experi¬ 
ence than any QB in his¬ 
tory, while Mahomes is the 
sling-it-anywhere standout 
who just one day may take 
over the mantle as best in 
the game. 

Both get the job done, 
even if they do it in very dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

"I don't know about com¬ 
parisons," Patriots coach 
Bill Belie hick said. "Look, 
Mahomes is an outstand¬ 
ing player in every facet of 
the game. He'sgota strong 
arm. He can throw the ball 
the length of the field. He 
has great touch. He has 
the ability to read cover¬ 
ages and extend plays, 
make good decisions and 
make explosive plays with¬ 
out taking too much of a 
risk or putting his team in 
jeopardy. 

"He does a II of those things 
well," Belie hick said, "and 
that's a credit to him." 

Brady has a strong arm, 
too, even if it's not what it 
once was. He still hasgreat 
touch and his ability to 
read coverages may be 
the best in the game, help¬ 
ing him lead the Patriots to 
their eighth consecutive 
AFC title game. 

But that is just about where 
the similarities end. 

Brady prefers to stand in 
the pocket and deliverthe 
ball the same way a black¬ 
jack dealer stands behind 
his table and distributes 


cards He moves around 
when he's under pressure 
but rarely takes off running, 
and he's as likely to chuck 
the ball into the third row 
on a broken play astake a 
riskdownfield. 

It's an approach that has 
served him well. Brady's 
never thrown more than 14 
picks in a season. 

He also hasone of the fast¬ 
est releases in the NFL, and 


Chiefs linebacker Justin 
Houston said Wednesday 
that getting Brady in third - 
and-long is perhaps the 
most crucial point in stop¬ 
ping him. 

"Because if it's third-a nd- 
short," Houston said, 'the 
ball'scoming out fast." 


More valuable than Brady's 
physical ability, though, 
may be his mental acuity. 
He has an uncanny gift for 
dissecting a defense, find¬ 
ing the right matchup and 
exploiting it to the Patriots' 
benefit. 

"I haven't seen any de¬ 
cline," Chiefs coach Andy 
Reid said. "He sees things 
even better than when he 
was younger. I'm wearing 


glasses and he isn't. "The 
age hasn't hit him. He's just 
an amazing guy." 

Then again, so isthe kid with 
the moppy Mohawkstand¬ 
ing acrossfrom him Sunday. 
Mahomesmatched Brady's 
best season by throwing 50 
touchdown passes as the 


C hiefs' first-yea rstarter, a nd 
he eclipsed 5,000 yards 
though the air, something 
his counterpart has ac¬ 
complished just once. 

But perhaps most impor¬ 
tantly, he led the Chiefs to 
a better record than the 
Patriots to secure home- 
field advantage, and that 
means Mahomes will have 
80,000 fa ns behind him with 
a shotatthe SuperBowl on 


the line. 

He's given them plenty of 
thrills a Irea dy this sea son. 
Unlike Brady, Mahomes 
thrives when everything 
collapses around him. He'll 
throw caution to the wind 
and run fora first down —or 
a touchdown ashe did last 


week against Indianapolis 
— but is just as dangerous 
in the passing game, where 
his knack for keeping his 
eyes downfield makes him 
a constant threat. 

'The play isneverdead. He 
can find new ways to get 
you the ball," Chiefs tight 
end Travis Kelce said. "It 
may look like a screwball, a 
slider here or there, but it'll 
get to you eventually." 

It's edge-of-your seat view¬ 
ing, unless you're on de¬ 
fense. 

"I mean, on film you see him 
not even looking where 
he's throwing," Patriots line¬ 
backer Dont'a Hightower 
marveled, "and he's able 
to hit it, too. He's a very ac¬ 
curate quarterback." 

And his arm strength isthe 
stuff of legends 
"Hisskillsetalone is(unique)," 
Hightower said. "He's not as 
crafty as Aaron Rodgers, 
but Aaron doesa greatjob, 
as well, as far as extending 
plays and not looking to 
run, but looking to get guys 
uncovered or moving with 
their eyes There's not a lot 
of quarterbacks that have 
that in their skillset." 

There's another skill that 
Bradyand Mahomesshare, 
and it's one that might be 
rather unexpected given 
the vast difference in age 
and experience: leader¬ 
ship ability. Brady has de¬ 
veloped it through success 
Mahomeshasestablished it 
with his demeanor. 

Different approaches, simi¬ 
lar results. "We play against 
great players every week. 
They come in different 
shapes and sizes and dif¬ 
ferent skillsets, but they're 
all good in their own way. 
They all can create prob¬ 
lems for us or the oppo¬ 
nent, us in this case, "Belie h- 
icksaid. "Again, we'll do the 
best we can this week to 
try to defend what we can 
defend.'□

The NHL and NHL Players' 
Association have given up 
on the possibility of stag¬ 
ing the next World Cup of 
Hockey in September 2020 
but will continue collective 
bargaining talks 
The league and PA an¬ 
nounced the conclusion 
in separate statements 
Wednesday that the re'snot 
enough time to put togeth¬ 
er a World Cup in roughly 
20 months. The sides met 
earlier in the day in Toronto 
to discussthe World Cup as 
part of collective bargain¬ 
ing talks after holding an 
informal meeting in Las Ve¬ 
gas on J an. 10 that lasted 
more than two hours. 

Not holding the World Cup 
in September2020 isconse- 
quential because it was so 


closely linked to the poten¬ 
tial of laborpeace in hock¬ 
ey. But the NHL and NHLPA 
plan to meet again soon 
with the goal of avoiding 


a potential work stoppage. 
A lockout wiped out the 
2004-05 season and lasted 
more than three months in 
2012-13. 


The current CBA runs until 
2022, but either owners or 
players could choose this 
September to opt out and 
end it Sept. 15, 2020. Play¬ 
ers' escrow payments and 
Olympic participation are 
significant issues that must 
be overcome to avoid 
either side electing to re¬ 
open the CBA. 

Deputy Commissioner Bill 
Daly told The Associated 
Press last week he believed 
there was a commitment 
by both sides to continue 
talking and "see if we can 
move forward on some¬ 
thing that might work for a 
CBA extension." 

'While the partieshave now 
joined the concluded that 
it is no longer realistic to try 
to schedule a World Cup of 
Hockey forthe fall of 2020, 
they plan to continue their 


dialogue with the hope of 
being able to schedule the 
next World Cup event as 
part of a broader agree¬ 
ment, which would include 
a long-term international 
event calendar," the NHL 
said in a statement. 

The 2016 World Cup of 
Hockey generated rev¬ 
enue that was split evenly 
among owners and play¬ 
ers, and the goal is to keep 
that event going with an- 
otheredition ata time later 
than September2020.

NEW YORK (AP) — While 
shying away from high- 
priced free agents Bryce 
Harper and Manny Mach¬ 
ado, the New York Yankees 
are boosting theirbullpen. 
Reliever Adam Ottavino 
and the Yankees agreed 
to a $27 million, three-year 
contract, a person famil¬ 
iar with the negotiations 
told Ihe Associated Press 
on "Thursday. "The person 
spoke to the AP on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
the deal is subject to a suc¬ 
cessful physical. 

Ottavino is a 33-year-old 
New Yorker who went 
to Berkeley Carroll High 
School in Brooklyn and 
Northeastern University. He 
wore No. 0 with Colorado, 
a number not likely to be 
assigned by the tradition- 
bound Yankees He had a 
career-high 112 strikeouts 
in 77 2/3 innings last year 
for the Colorado Rockies, 
going 6-4 with a 2.43 ERA in 
75 relief appearances. "The 
right-hander reduced his 
fastball percentage, rely¬ 
ing primarily on sliders and 
sinkers. He walked 36. 

Taken 30th overall by St. 
Louis in the 2006 amateur 
draft, Ottavino made his 
big league debut with the 
Cardinals in 2010 and was 
claimed by Colorado off 
waivers in April 2012. He 
had TommyJ ohn surgery in 
May 2016 and returned to 
the Rockies for the start of 


the 2017 season. 

Ottavino will jo in rig ht-ha nd- 
erDellin Betancesand left¬ 
hander Sch Britton as the 
primary setup men forclos- 
er Aroldis Chapman, part 
of a bullpen that includes 
right-handers Chad Green 
and Jonathan Holder and 
left-hander Tommy Kahnle. 
He isthe second free agent 
to leave the Rockiesforthe 
Yankees this offseason, 
following infielder DJ Le- 
Mahieu.

Price came to the 10th and 
last stage after racing al¬ 
most 5,200 kilometers with 
only one minute's lead over 
Pablo Quintanilla. Then 
just 10 kilometers into the 
dune-heavy, 112-kilometer 
course from Pisco to Lima, 
Quintanilla fell off his bike 
and injured his foot. 

The chances of winning 
a first Dakar evaporated 
instantly, but the Chilean 
got back on his Husqvama 
to try and save a podium 
place.

Al-Attiyah could sit back 
and play it safe thanks to a 
51-minute lead overall. He 
let others race forthe stage 
win, which went to Carlos 
Sainz, lastyear'schampion. 
Al-Attiyah rolled in nine 
minutes later in his Toyota, 
and won the Dakar by 46 
minutes from Nani Roma, 
the 2014champion. 
Runner-up to Sainz last 
year, Al-Attiyah regained 


the title he earned in 2011 
and 2015, when the Qatari 
also won with French co- 
driverMathieu Baumel. 

"It's fantastic, no mistakes," 
Al-Attiyah said. 'The good

Consumer advocates and 
the data-hungry technol¬ 
ogy industry are drawing 
early battle lines in ad¬ 
vance of an expected fight 
this year over what kind of 
federal privacy law the U.S. 
should have. 

On Thursday, more than a 
dozen privacy organiza¬ 
tions unveiled a plan that 
would create a new feder¬ 
al data-protection agency 
focused on regulating the 
way businesses and other 
organizations collect and 
make use of personal data, 
even if aggregated or an¬ 
onymized. The proposal 
would sideline the Federal 
Trade Commission, which 
has limited powers and a 
mixed record of holding 
companies to account for 
privacy problems 
On the other side, a think 
tank backed by Google, 
Amazon, Microsoft and 
other major tech compa¬ 
nies proposed changes 
that would still give the in¬ 
dustry broad authority to 
collect and use customer 
data. The Information Tech¬ 
nology and Innovation 
Foundation called for na¬ 
tional legislation that would 
repeal and replace existing 
privacy laws with a "com¬ 
mon set of protections" in¬ 
tended to encourage inno¬ 
vation while also quashing 
tougher state laws. 

Unlike many industrialized 
nations, the U.S. has no 
overarching national law 


governing data collection 
and privacy. Instead, it has 
a patchwork of federal 
laws that protect specific 
typesof data, such ascon- 
sumer health and financial 
information and the per¬ 
sonal data generated by 
youngerchildren. 

States have also started 
to pass their own tougher 
restrictions A California 
measure set to take effect 
next year, for instance, will 
let consumers request the 
data collected from them 
and to opt out of future col¬ 
lection. 

Calls for a national priva¬ 
cy law gained force after 
Facebook's Cambridge 
Analytica scandallastyear, 
in which the social media 
giant was forced to admit 


that onetime political con¬ 
sultants for the 2016 Trump 
campaign had improperly 
accessed the personal in¬ 
formation of as many as 87 
million users. 

Continuing revelations of 
data missteps at Face- 
book and other big tech 
companies have bolstered 
a U.S. reform movement. 
Its advocates take heart 
from recent developments 
in Europe, which last year 
enacted sweeping privacy 
regulations that, among 
other things, require com¬ 
panies to obtain permis¬ 
sion before collecting most 
data. Several U.S. senators 
— including Ron Wyden,an 
Oregon Democrat, Brian 
Schatz, a Hawaii Demo¬ 
crat, and Marco Rubio, a 
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Florida Republican — have 
already introduced draft 
privacy legislation. 

"Privacy advocatesare fed 
up with the FTC and with 
Washington failing to reign 
in the immense power the 
big data giants hold," said 
J effrey Chester, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Cen¬ 
ter for Digital Democracy, 
which helped author the 
reform proposal. 

Their proposal would set 
limitson whatdata compa- 
niescan collect and would 
require firms to consider 
correcting or deleting per¬ 
sonal data upon request. 
It would also prevent com¬ 
panies from giving custom¬ 
er data to the government 
unless criminal investiga¬ 
tions necessitated it. 

By contrast, the IT1F report 
calls for a "grand bargain" 
that would accept a na¬ 
tional privacy law long 
opposed by industry. In 
the foundation's proposal, 
however, this law would 
establish "baseline" privacy 
protectionsacrossall indus¬ 


tries — and would prevent 
states from enacting stron- 
germeasures. 

"A lot of privacy activists 
are entrenched in creating 
ever more complicated 
rules," Daniel Castro, a co¬ 
author of the IT1F report's, 
said by email. 'The only 
way to simplify these rules is 
to rewrite them." 

Privacy experts say the 
baseline protections in the 
IT1F proposal still leave con¬ 
sumers at the mercy of big 
corporations. For instance, 
its "limited" consumer pro¬ 
tections would require in¬ 
dividuals to track the com¬ 
panies that collect their 
data in order to request 
accessorcorrections, rath- 
erthan shifting that burden 
to companies themselves, 
said Eric Null, senior policy 
counsel at the New Amer¬ 
ica think tank's Open Tech¬ 
nology Institute. 

The IT1F proposal would 
also prevent individual law¬ 
suits against companies 
accused of misrepresent¬ 
ing or misusing their data, 
primarily to shield corpo¬ 
rations from legal risk. In¬ 
stead, only government 
would be empowered to 
protect individual rights. "A 
federal privacy law should 
include the power of a 
private individual to bring 
legal action," said Adam 
Schwartz, a lawyerwith the 
Electronic Freedom Foun¬ 
dation, a digital-rights ad¬ 
vocacy group. ITIF's plan 
could potentially start a 
conversation in Congress 
over repea ling existing fed¬ 
eral privacy laws, Null said, 
but several Democratic 
lawmakersstrongly oppose 
that. 'We should build upon 
— not dismantle — existing 
safeguards," said Sen. Ed 
Markey, a Massachusetts 
Democrat, in an emailed 
statement from hisoffice

With collective U.S. student 
loan debt nearing $1.5 tril¬ 
lion, some colleges are 
testing innovative solutions 
to help reduce student bor¬ 
rowing. 

Using no-string s-attached 
student loan payoff-assis¬ 
tance programs, college 
loan alternatives and an¬ 
nual student debt letters, 
these three universities are 
doing theirpartto curb col¬ 
lege debt. 

1. UNIVERSITY OF PITTS¬ 
BURGH 

The University of Pittsburgh 
is offering graduating se¬ 
niors up to $5,000 in federal 
student loan relief with one 
request: They pay it for¬ 
ward. 

The school's new program, 
Panthers Forward, will help 
recent graduates chip 
away at student debt and 
introduce them to alumni 
mentors to encourage pro¬ 
fessional development. Stu¬ 
dents have no obligation to 
repay the gift, but the uni¬ 
versity is encouraging re¬ 
cipients to make financial 
contributions to sustain the 
program. 

The university selected 150 
class of 2019 seniors for the 
program's inaugural year, 
including history majorCas- 
sidee Knott. 

"I like the fact that Pitt was 
able to acknowledge that 
student debt is so outra¬ 
geous and work with stu¬ 
dents to help them make 
it less daunting," says Knott, 
who estimates she has 
about $100,000 in student 


loans. 

After graduation, the uni¬ 
versity will make loan pay¬ 
ments directly to partici¬ 
pants' loan servicers 
2. PURDUE UNIVERSITY 
Purdue University's Back a 
Boiler income-share agree¬ 
ment program is an alter¬ 
native to private student 
loans and parent PLUS 
loans. 

In an income-share agree¬ 
ment, or ISA, students get 
tuition funding in exchange 
for a fixed percentage of 
their future income for a 
set period of time. There's 
a cap on the total amount 
they can pay back. 

2017 Purdue graduate 
Andrew Hoyler received 
$16,000 through an ISA in 


his second year of school. 
Now, 5.89 percent of the 
monthly income he earns 
as a regional pilot goes 
toward repayment. Hoy¬ 
ler will make payments for 
104 total months — about 
eight and a half years — or 
until he has paid back 2.5 
times the initial amount, or 
$40,000. 

Hoyler, who also has fed¬ 
eral student loans, says the 
ISA hasbeen "more stream¬ 
lined and easy to under¬ 
stand." He also has peace 
of mind knowing that he 
can afford payments even 
with entry-level pilotwages. 
But income-share agree- 
mentsaren't right for every¬ 
one. 

Depending on the terms of 


the agreement, high-eam- 
erscould end up paying far 
more than the amountthey 
received and more than 
they would have with a 
student loan. Students can 
use Purdue's Back a Boiler 
comparison tool to weigh 
the costs of an ISA against 
private student loans and 
parent PLUS loans 
3. INDIANA UNIVERSITY 
Student loan borrowing 
at Indiana University has 
dropped 19 percent across 
all IU campuses from the 
2011-12 school year to the 
2017-18 school year, ac¬ 
cording to the university. 
During that period, the ad¬ 
ministration has implement¬ 
ed a suite of resources and 
programs to reduce bor¬ 


rowing. 

Most prominently, the uni¬ 
versity began sending 
annual letters informing 
students of the amount 
they've borrowed and their 
estimated future month¬ 
ly loan payments. Since 
then, states including Indi¬ 
ana, Nebraska and Florida 
have passed laws requiring 
colleges and universities to 
disclose similar information 
to federal student loan bor¬ 
rowers annually. 

'This is a personalized sum¬ 
mary of yourestima ted cur¬ 
rent student loan indebted¬ 
ness," a letter might begin . 
A student would then find 
details such as: 

— Total education loans: 
$25,000. 

— Assumed interest rate: 
6.80 percent. 

— Monthly payment: $287. 

— Cumulative payments: 
$34,524. 

— Projected interest paid: 
$9,524. 

The debt letters were one 
piece of a larger initiative 
to reduce borrowing; it's 
not clear that the debt let¬ 
ters alone caused Indiana 
University's student borrow¬ 
ing reduction, according to 
a 2017 independent report 
published through Brook¬ 
ings Economic Studies pro¬ 
gram.

rocksfrom space are falling 
fro m the sky mo re tha n they 
used to, but don't worry. 

For the past 290 million 
years, large asteroids have 
been crashing into Earth 
more than twice as often 
as they did in the previous 
700 million years, accord¬ 
ing to a new study in Thurs¬ 
day's journal Science . 

But no need to c a st a wa ry 
glance up. Asteroids still 
only smack Earth on aver¬ 
age every million or few 
million years, even with 
the increased crash rate. 
NASA's list of potential big 
space rock crashes shows 
no pending major threats. 
The biggest known risk is a 
4,200-foot (1.3-km) wide 
asteroid with a 99.988 per- 
centchance thatitwill miss 
Earth when it whizzes very 
nea r here in 861 yea rs. 

Tell that to the dinosaurs. 
Most scientists think dino¬ 
saurs and a lot of other 
species went extinct after a 
huge space rock crashed 
into Central America about 
65 million yearsago. 

"It'sjust a game of probabil¬ 
ities," said study lead author 
Sara Mazrouei, a University 
of Toronto planetary scien¬ 
tist. 'These events are still 
rare and far between that 
I'm not too worried about 


it." 

Mazrouei and colleagues 
in the United Kingdom and 
United States compiled a 
list of impact craters on 
Earth and the moon that 
were larger than 12 miles 
(20 km) wide and came 
up with the dates of them. 
It takes a space rock that's 
half a mile (800 meters) 
wide to create holes that 
big. 

The team counted 29 cra- 


tersthatwere no olderthan 
290 million years and nine 
between 291 million years 
and 650 million years old. 
But we can see relatively 
few big craters on Earth 
because the planet is mo re 
than 70 percent ocean and 
past glaciers smoothed out 
some holes, said University 
of Toronto planetary sci¬ 
entist Rebecca Ghent, a 
study co-a uthor. 
Extrapolating forwhat can't 


be seen brings the total to 
about 260 space crashes 
on Earth in the last 290 mil¬ 
lion years. Adding in other 
factors, the science team 
determined that the cur¬ 
rent space crash rate is2.6 
times more than the previ¬ 
ous 700 million yea rs. 
Craters older than 650 mil¬ 
lion years a re mostly wiped 
off on Earth by glacial forc¬ 
es so the scientists used im¬ 
pact craters on the nearby 


moonasa stand-inforholes 
between 650 million and 1 
billion years old. The moon 
isa good guide forestimat- 
ing Earth crashes, because 
it is close enough to be in 
the same bombardment 
path and its craters last lon¬ 
ger. 

So what happened nearly 
300 million yearsago? 
"Perhapsan asteroid family 
was broken up in the aster¬ 
oid belt," Mazrouei specu¬ 
lated.The space rocksthen 
headed toward the Earth 
and moon, and the planet 
got slightly more because it 
isa biggertargetand it has 
higher gravity, Ghent said. 
Outside scientists are split 
about the research. Jay 
Melosh at Purdue said he 
found the number of cra¬ 
ters too small to come to a 
reasonable conclusion, but 
Harvard'sAvi Loeb said the 
case was convincing. 
Humans might not have 
emerged without mass ex¬ 
tinctions from space rocks 
about 250 million and 65 
million years ago, Loeb 
said in an email, adding, 
"but this enhanced impact 
rate poses a threat for the 
next mass extinction event, 
which we should watch for 
and attempt to avoid with 
the aid of technology." 

'This demonstrates how ar¬ 
bitrary and fragile human 
life is," Loeb wrote.Q

whale count in Hawaii will 
take place despite the 
federal government shut¬ 
down. 

West Hawaii Today report¬ 
ed Friday that volunteers 
from the National Marine 
Sanctuary Foundation will 
coordinate this season's 
Ocean Count, a commu¬ 
nity citizen science proj¬ 
ect that occurs during the 
peakof whale season. 

The survey is usually con¬ 
ducted by the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration's Hawaiian 
Islands Humpback Whale 
National Marine Sanctuary. 
The National Marine Sanc¬ 


tuary Foundation isa non¬ 
profit partner of the Na¬ 
tional Marine Sanctuary 
System. 

Although removed from 
the endangered species 
list in 2016, most humpback 
whales remain a federally 
protected species 
Over 300 volunteers are 
expected to count whales 
from shore on J an. 26. 
Researchers say there has 
been an estimated 50to 80 
percentdrop in humpback 
whale sightings in recent 
years. 

"Fewer humpback whales 
are being observed in the 
main Hawaiian Islands in 
recent years, and we don't 
know why," said Kris Sarri, 


the foundation's president 
and CEO. 

"Unfortunately, critical 
sanctuary research that 
could help us understand 
these changes is on hold 
indefinitely due to the gov¬ 
ernment shutdown." 

Each year, about 11,000 
humpback whales migrate 
from Alaska to Hawaii 
where they mate and give 
birth during the winter. 
Ongoing speculation and 
theories have developed 
about the sudden decline 
in the whale population's 
presence in Hawaii. In No¬

Real and emotional prisons flow through 'No Mercy'

"No Mercy" (Minotaur), by 
Joanna Schaffhausen 
Prisons come in various 
forms, as Joanna Schaff¬ 
hausen shows in her sec¬ 
ond outstanding novel, 
"No Mercy." There are the 
mortar-and-brick prisons in 
which crimina Isa re housed, 
such as the serial killer who 
kidnapped and tortured El¬ 
lery Hathaway. And there 
are mental prisons where 
survivors of violent crimes, 
such as Ellery, are relegat¬ 
ed against their will be¬ 
cause of memories or fear 
thattheirattackerisfree or 
will be released. 

Real and emotional prisons 
flow through "No Mercy." 
Ellery at age 14 was kid¬ 
napped and tortured by 
serial killer Francis Coben, 
now in prison. She was the 
only victim to survive Co¬ 
ben because she was res¬ 
cued by FBI profiler Reed 
Markham. Emotionally, 
Ellery is still locked in that 
closet, fearful, as if those 15 
years have neverpassed. 
Ellery changed her name, 
reinvented herself and es¬ 
tablished a solid career as 
a police officer in Wood¬ 


bury, Massachusetts. But 
the past always lurks be¬ 
hind her, and she is now 
on involuntary leave after 
shooting a murderer. Her 
story continues to be fod¬ 
der for movies, TV shows, 
a (tides and mail from those 
who revere her for surviv¬ 
ing another predator and 
those who criticize her for 
surviving. Temporarily liv¬ 
ing in Boston, she sees a 
court-appointed psychia¬ 
trist who has her attending 
group therapy with other 
victims of violent crimes in 
the hope of getting her job 
back. 

Trying to keep her prob¬ 
lems from the group, Ellery 
becomes intrigued with 
the stories of two members. 
Wendy Mendoza wants El¬ 
lery to try to find who raped 
her eight months ago, es¬ 
pecially since the police 
investigation hasstalled. As 
she looks into the attackon 
Wendy, Ellery becomes in¬ 
terested in the background 
of Myra Gallagher whose 
4-year-old son died in an 
arson fire more than 20 
years before, leaving her 
badly burned. 

Ellery asks Reed for help be¬ 


cause she cannot officially 
investigate either case. 
Their shared history bound 
them togetherbut "No Mer¬ 
cy" finds Ellery and Reed 
drawing closertogether. 
Schaffhausen takes ad van¬ 
tage of her second novel 
to delve deeper into Ellery, 
realistically showing how 
her past continues to con¬ 
trol her life. She will forever 
be known as 'the girl who 
got away." She has no real 
friends and doesn't date so 
she will never have to ex¬ 
plain her past. Her closest 
companion is Bump, her 
loving basset hound. Ellery 
wants justice forherself and 
other crime victims, yet is 
fully aware that she and 
others in her situation will 
never be the same. 

"No Mercy" illustrates an in¬ 
creased skill at storytelling 
that Schaffhausen showed 
in her excellent 2017 debut, 
'The Vanishing Season," 
the 2016 winner of the First 
Crime Novel Competition 
by Minotaur Books and the 
M yste ry Write rs o f A me ric a's 
First C rime Novel Awarcl.

Director Peter Jackson is

And the result is riveting

perience that's unlike any¬ 
thing you've ever seen be¬ 
fore. That's because Jack- 
son has done something 
revolutionary by restoring, 
colorizing and adding 3D 
depth to hundred-year-old 
footage from the archives 
of the Imperial War Muse¬ 
um, depicting everything 
from basic training to the 
trenches. 

Although there are many 
smilesasthe men asyoung 
as 15 and 16 look upon the 
camera that'sfilming them, 


it does not spare you the 
harrowing stuff. You watch 
as soldiers strip off their 
shoes and socks to reveal 
gangrene. You see dead 
bodies piled on top of 
one another, a hand stick¬ 
ing out of the mud, bare¬ 
bottomed soldiers trying 
to relieve themselves in a 
makeshift, and quite pub¬ 
lic, toilet. The mechanics 
of a cannon are downright 
hypnotic. The 3D effects 
make you feel as though 
you've been transported to 


anotherworld, and this isn't 
even taking into account 
the voices. 

The narration comes from 
hundreds of hours of BBC 
and IWM interviews from 
the middle of the century 
(Jackson wanted the vet¬ 
erans telling their stories in 
their 60s, where possible). 
You never lea m who ista Ik¬ 
ing, and the voiceschange 
quite frequently, but some¬ 
how, with a II this somewhat 
random collection of anec¬ 
dotes and footage, Jack¬ 


son and histeam give what 
is perhaps the most honest 
collective account of the 
Great War that's ever been 
committed to film. 

They talk about joining up, 
and lying about their ages 
in orderto do so, the rigors 
of basic training, the logis¬ 
tical difficulties of having 
one uniform for the entire 
war, the pain of the ar¬ 
my-issued boots, many of 
which didn't actually even 
fit the soldiers. They a Iso talk 
about the unique cama¬ 


raderie in the trenches as 
somewhat fleeting, which 
struck me as something I 
hadn't heard before in all 
the band of brothers nar¬ 
ratives out there, and what 
it was like when the person 
next to you was suddenly 
killed, and the weariness 
a nd a pathy both they a nd 
the Germans seemed to 
feel as the war stretched 
on and everyone just 
wanted to go home. And 
the big gut-punch is yet to 
come when they begin to 
describe what it was like 
to re-enter civilian life af- 
terthe wan No one cared. 
And no one wanted to talk 
a bout the war. These veter¬ 
ans were now a nuisance 
and a burden. 'They Shall 
Not Grow Old" won't pre¬ 
pare you for that history 
test or ready you to talk 
about the Gallipoli or Ver¬ 
dun. And yet, while it might 
not be a conventional his¬ 
tory lesson, it is a necessary 
and utterly urgent one, and 
it's very much worth taking 
the trek to the theater for 
its special engagement on 
Jan. 21 to take advantage 
of the astonishing technol¬ 
ogy on display.Q

PARIS (AP) — Designer 
Clare Waight Keller un¬ 
veiled her first menswear 
collection for storied house 
Givenchy at Paris mens- 
wear week Wednesday as 
actress Laura Dem caught 
up with "The Associated 
Press at Valentino's display 
that channeled the darkly 
depthsof monochrome. 
Dem spoke about how, 
as a mother of a budding 
model, she is taking a par¬ 
ticular interest in the fashion 
industry. 

Here are some highlights 
of the fall-winter 2019-20 
shows. 

GIVENCHY MENSWEAR 
STANDS ALONE 

Keller, the house's first-ever 
female designer, reflected 
her growing confidence in 
menswear by holding the 
first standalone men's show 
since she ascended to the 
ho use's artistic helm in 2017. 
It was an old-school pre¬ 
sentation that harkened 
back to the traditions of 
Parisian couture. 

A small group of guests 
climbed the neoclassical 
ste p s of G ive nc hy's c o utu re 
salons to discover Waight 
Keller waiting by masses 
of delicate baby's breath 
flowers that adorned the 
wooden Haussmannian 
floor. 

The beautifully constructed 
clothes captured the indi¬ 
vidualism of the 1990s in a 
contrast with the historic 
venue. 

In an unusual touch of class, 
the designs were explained 
by the 48-year-old designer 
as the garments were be¬ 
ing showcased by models. 
The silhouette featured 
long,and sometimesflared, 
legs; oversized shapes; 
rounded shoulders; and 
flashes of bold colon violet, 
electric blue and fuchsia. 
Waight Keller's mission, she 
said, was to take the hard¬ 
ness out of men's c lothes. 
"My woman in Givenchy 
has a strength to her... but 
I wanted to bring a softer 
side to the men's Part of 
that is (seen) in the flowers, 
but also in the feel of the 
round ness, softness and the 
fluidity of the fabrics," she 
explained. 

Slim suits, flared check 
pants and soft truncated 


bubble jackets evoked the 
mix-and-match stylesofthe 
haphazard nineties. 

But the acute precision that 
has been proven in Waight 
Keller's couture shows was 
also abundantly clear in 
this very strong standalone 
debut. 

A tucked-in white shirt, for 
example, was constructed 
with a double outer panel 
that hung down outside 
softly: part-grunge, part- 
angel. 

LAURA DERN IS A PROUD 
MOTHER 

In a pleated red silk Val¬ 
entino gown, "Blue Velvet" 
actress Laura Dem looked 
very much the part on the 
design house's front row 
alongside rapperG. Eazy. 
As the mother of 17-year- 
old Ellery Harper — Dem 
said she was taking an in¬ 
terest in the fashion industry 
to help herson. 

"My son is modeling now so 
I have a particular interest 
in men's fashion in a new 
way. I'm fascinated," she 
said. 'You will see him very 
soon in Paris." 

Harper has modeled for 
Calvin Klein under the 


watchful eye of designer 
Raf Simons, and Dem says 
that Valentino's designer 
Pierpaolo Piccioli has also 
been "generous" in helping 
his nascent career. 

Dem, who came to fame 
via collaborations with di¬ 
rector David Lynch, said 
she encourages her son to 
tread carefully in an indus¬ 
try that can be so public, 
but to relish the opportuni¬ 
ties to meet "designers he 
loves" 

'When I was his age, I met 
David Lynch who inspired 
me so much as an actor. I 
feel like Ellery should take it 
slowly and find the people 
that help him find his des¬ 
tiny." 

VALENTINO GOES MONO¬ 
CHROME 

Valentino claimed it was 
bringing street attitude to 
the atelier. 

But for fall-winter, Italian 
designer Pierpaolo Piccioli 
seemed to have lost some 
of hiscreative attitude after 
a run of superlatively glori¬ 
ous seasons since he took 
over the sole artistic reins in 
2016. 

On Wednesday, he played 


it pretty safe. 

Blocks of monochrome — 
in gray, camel and black 
— were a key theme of the 
collection that was held 
inside an industrial-looking 
ha II of the G ra nd Pa la is 
Round sloping shoulders, 
boxy torsos and baggy 
pants defined the silhou¬ 
ette. 

But much of the creative 
work, such as contrasting 
texturesand layering, were 
rendered invisible because 
ofthe monochrome. 

The collection was, how¬ 
ever, not lacking in nice 
quirks, such as a spaceship 
motif and one voluminous 
gray Sherlock Holmes cape 
coat and detective-style 
hat hybrid. 

OFF-WHITE, OFF THE BEATEN 
TRACK 

Chaotic scenesabounded 
in Virgil Abloh's collection 
for Off-White that was held 
in a little-known part of the 
sprawling underbelly ofthe 
Louvre as many guests got 
lost. 

The museum structure is, by 
quite a margin, the world's 
biggest. 

Bewildered editors wan¬ 


dered in search ofthe show 
venue by pyramids, Greco- 
Roman statues and luxury 
boutiques to no avail. 

Some fashion insiders even 
ended up following un¬ 
suspecting tourists in the 
wrong direction, confusing 
them as part of the fashion 
press. 

Others were led up and 
down stairs, and above 
and below ground several 
times, before finding the 
properentrance. 

Inside the venue, there was 
little respite for the lucky 
guests who did eventually 
get in as they sweated in 
sweltering high tempera¬ 
tures in the jungle-like show 
decor. 

VIRGIL ABLOH'S URBAN EX¬ 
CESS 

Big silhouettes, bold color 
and urban styles were be¬ 
hind Virgil Abloh's visually 
a nesting fall-winter collec¬ 
tion. 

Concrete slabs were laid 
among overgrown creep¬ 
ers, grass and ferns as the 
show decor to evoke a 
sense of inner-city decay. 
This wa s the first c lue to un- 
derstanding the American 
it-designerisurban vibe that 
played on excessesin color 
and overgrown proportion. 
It's little wonder that the 
house has, in the recent 
past, attracted the likes of 
Jay-Z; Drake and Kanye 
West. 

Billowing denim jeans with 
hanging toggles began an 
oversize theme, alongside 
a huge suit jacket and a 
gargantuan fanny-pack 
slung across the torso. 
Unfortunately, these made 
up the most subtle part of 
the display. 

Shredded silver ribbons 
then cascaded from bell- 
silhouette Glam Rock 
boots, followed by con¬ 
trasting checks and a giant 
column bubble jacket that 
did away with the model's 
body. Abloh later delved 
into eye-popping neon. 
Neon oranges, reds and 
blues in knitted oversize 
scarves, tops and coats 
might have reflected the 
bold hues of urban graffiti. 
The oft-unwanted street 
art form was more lit¬ 
erally evoked in graf- 
fitied text reading "Public 
Television.

— With excitement building 
overa new 'StarWans"land 
opening later this year at 
Walt Disney World, as well 
as at its California cousin, 
it's easy to forget a slew of 
new entertainment shows 
also are debuting in the 
biggest year for the Florida 
theme park resort in two 
decades. 

If the fa mo us Disney Ima g i- 
neers provide the "wow" 
factor with their fantasti¬ 
cal feats of engineering 
on rides and attractions, 
it's the entertainment divi¬ 
sion that provides Disney 
World's heart. 

Disney World recently invit¬ 
ed The Associated Press for 
an exclusive, behind-the- 
scenes look at how it puts 
the shows together. The AP 
saw dancers rehearsing 
in a studio, rows of seam¬ 
stresses stitching together 
costumes, a warehouse 
full of parade floats and a 
room where virtual reality 
technology is used to help 
build a new animatronic 
show. 

The results of those labors 
take stage Friday when 
Disney World unveils a new 
Magic Kingdom parade, 
a Hollywood Studios street 
showing off the characters 
from 'The Inc red ibles" fran¬ 
chise, a Caribbean-style 
street band in Animal King¬ 
dom and the sta rt of a n a rts 
festival at Epcot. In a few 
months, the resort opens 
a new animatronics show 
based on the 'Cars" char¬ 
acter Lightning McQueen. 


Here'sa lookatthe behind- 
the-scenes people who 
produce the pixie dust. 
Many of them started out 
as performers and have 
been at Disney World for 
decades. 

THE BOSS 

Bettina Buckley oversees 
the entertainment division's 
6,700 workers in 100 differ¬ 
ent disciplines responsible 
for more than 200,000 per¬ 
formances a year at the 
resort. 

Putting a show based on a 
characterunderthe Disney 
corporate umbrella in Dis¬ 
ney World extends the life 
of that franchise, ultimately 
making it more valuable to 
the company. When de¬ 


ciding on which charac¬ 
ter or property to use for a 
show, she pays attention to 
what visitors say in surveys 
and letters. 

She also considers the 
available space and how 
the show would affect the 
brand. 

"If a character resonates, 
we stop and say, 'Hey, 
maybe we should do 
something,"' said Buckley, 
vice president of live enter¬ 
tainment at the resort. 

THE DREAMERS 
Once a character or intel¬ 
lectual property is picked, 
creative development di¬ 
rector Reed Jones, show 
writer Allison Hirsch and a 
team consisting of a pup¬ 
peteer, a juggler, a musi¬ 
cal theater pro, an improv 
artist, technicians and mu¬ 
sicians meet for weekly 
brainstorming sessions to 
figure out how to bring the 
story into the three-dimen¬ 
sional world through writ¬ 
ing, costumes, music and 
lig hting. 

No idea is off the table. 

"It's a one-hour variety 
show. We kind of can't let 
people see it because it's 
really wacky and funny," 
J ones said. 

THE REA LIST

up with can actually work. 
"I am the rubberthat meets 
the road,"said Cook, man¬ 
ager of theatrical design 
and technical production.

at all times. When it's time 
to test a fabric's durability, 
she rubsthe Velcro against 
the fabric. If it snags, "I 
say, this doesn't belong to 
us. It's not our friend," said 
McChesney, a costume 
designer with big glasses, 
auburn hair swept up and 
la rg e c o stu me jewe Iry. 
Durability is a must since the 
costumes worn by danc¬ 
ers, singers and costumed 
charactersare washed ev¬ 
ery day. The department 
makes 10,000 costume 
pieces with the help of 300 
sewers and six designers. 
McChesney works in a 
room the size of a football 
field. Hundreds of bright- 
colored costumes and 
dozens of torso dummies, 
hang from racks along the 
wall. On a recent day sew¬ 
ers sat in rows of sewing 
machines near a dressing 
room where performers try 
on their costumes. 
McChesney was focused 
on the costumes for the 
new parade in the Mag¬ 
ic Kingdom park starring 
Mickey and Minnie. The 
costumes were white with 
colored confetti printed on 
the fabric in a look that re¬ 
sembled vanilla cupcakes 
with colorful sprinkles and 
colorful trim that looked like 
icing. 

Call it couture for Disney 
characters. 

'There's a lot of stuff that 
people could use for the¬ 
ater that we can't use for 
theme parks just because 
of the durability and how 
much use it's going to get," 
McChesney said. 'You want 
it to last a long time.'O
